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Following groups of invention were found: 

1 . Claims 1-6, 9, 10 - Superconducting current limiting device having high magnetic permeability structure, central 
core, superconductive coil surrounding central core and first and second alternating current coils magnetically coupled 
to centra] core. 

2. Claims 7, 8 and 1 1 - Multistage superconducting current limiter comprising first and second current limiter to limit 
first and second portion of a transient fault 

3. Claim 12 - Multiphase superconducting current limiter requiring only one cryostat, one cfyocooler and one 
superconducting coil. 

4. Claims 13 and 14 - A DC saturated superconducting current limiter including an air gap in the iron core.
